“But we will give ourselves con- 
tinually to PRAYER, and to the min- 
istry of the word,” Acts 6:4. That was 
the order and secret of apostolic pow- 
er and that must be our order and 
secret of power in this 20th century! 
Who does not earnestly desire, among 
us, to be mightily used of God? Only 
those who have been mighty in prayer 
have been mighty in usefulness to 

d. Education is good, visitation is 

ecessary, study is imperative, preach- 
ing the Word is essential, intellectual 
vigor, and a captivating personality 
are gifts of God, but these absolutely 
can not SUBSTITUTE PRAYER! We 
have gotten where we are today ON 
OUR KNEES, and the clarion call of 
this hour to all the Church of God and 
her ministry is, “Back to our knees in 
Holy Ghost intercession!” 

We are not in the ministry long un- 
til we become intensely interested in 
what the Bible teaches on prayer. We 
study all the prayers in the Bible and 
from our inmost being we cry with 
the disciples, “Lord, teach us to 
pray!” The Lord’s prayer becomes our 
model. The steps or elements which 
make prayer complete and acceptable 
to God—invocation, adoration, confes- 
sion, petition, thanksgiving, and con- 
clusion — become inherently ours. 
Christ becomes our great example in 
prayer, “rising a great while before 
day to pray and even praying whole 
nights.” His promises constantly chal- 

nge us to prayer with such words as, 

f ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you”; 
“ ..if two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching any thing that they shall 
ask, it shall be done for them of my 
Father which is in heaven”; “Ask and 
ye shall receive.” The pivotal point of 
His earthly life is condensed to a sin- 
gle sentence in Hebrews 5:7. “Who in 
the days of his flesh, when he had 
offered up prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears, unto 
him who was able to save him from 
death, and was heard in that he 
feared.” And He is still busily engaged 
in prayer for us, “seeing he ever liveth 
to make intercession .. .”

Nothing is more obligatory, neces- 
sary, reasonable, profitable, noble and 
paramount than PRAYER! Nothing, 
simply nothing is accomplished with- 
out prayer! The apostle, under the in- 
spiration of the Spirit, said, “Ye have 
not because ye ask not.” Why do we 
not have more fruitful ministries? Be- 
cause we do not ask God for it. Our 
spiritual poverty is because of the lack 
of prayer. Spurgeon said, “Of course 
the preacher is, above all others, dis- 
tinguished as a man of prayer. He 
prays as an ordinary Christian, else 
he were a hypocrite. He prays more 
than ordinary Christians else he were 
disqualified for the office he has un- 
dertaken. If you as ministers are not 
very prayerful, you are to be pitied. 
If you become lax in sacred devotion, 
not only will you need to be pitied but 
your people, also, and the day cometh 
when you will be ashamed and con- 
founded.” Paderewski, Polish pianist, 
composer and statesman, said of his 
art as a pianist, “If I fail to practice 
on the piano one day, I notice the dif- 
ference; if I fail to practice two days, 
my family notices the difference; three 
days, and my friends notice it; if I 
fail to practice a week my audiences 
can tell the difference.” Even so it is 
in the fine art of prayer! 

What men of prayer were many of 
the Old Testament characters! What 
prayers fell from their lips! Moses, 
Daniel, Abraham, Jacob, Elijah, David, 
Solomon, Joshua, Jeremiah, and Elisha 
teach us that days of prayer are hal- 
cyon days no matter what storms life 
may bring. 

Besides the Bible there are other 
aids for our devotional periods. I have 
just today reread the inimitable vol- 
ume “The Weapon of Prayer,” by 
Bounds. All agree that the following 
are outstanding in the field of devo- 
tional literature: “Imitation of Christ,” 
Thomas A. Kempis; “As a man Think- 
eth,” James Allen; “Confessions,” Au- 
gustine; “The Greatest Thing in the 
World,” Drummond; “Steps to Christ,” 
White; “Analogy of Religion,” Butler; 
“Quiet Talks on Prayer,” Gorden; 
“Holy Living and Dying,” Taylor, and 
“Streams in the Desert,” Cowman. 
These are just a few but they repre-

sent what can be a part of our li- 
braries in the devotional section. 

Was it not Martin Luther who said, 
“I have so much work to do that I can 
not get along without giving three 
hours daily of my best time to 
prayer”? And again, “He that has 
prayed well, has studied well.” Wil- 
liam Wilberforce once said, “I have 
been keeping too late hours, and hence 
have had but a hurried half hour to 
myself. I am lean and cold and hard. 
I had better allow more time, say two 
hours, or an hour and a half, daily to 
religious exercises.” I am well ac- 
quainted with a Church of God 
preacher who spends no less than a 
half hour in prayer every morning 
and night. A prayerless preacher is 
a misnomer. We who must lead the 
Church of God must also be the lead- 
ers in prayer. 

Dr. Frank W. Boreham, points out 
his problem with prayer, and in so 
doing acknowledges early help from 
Rev. C. Aubrey Price, who, laying his 
hand on his shoulder, said, “Take my 
advice, always pray ALOUD!” This, of 
course, kept his mind from wandering 
and was most successful. He further 
got much help from the devotional- 
minded Dr. F. B. Meyer, at famous 
Aldersgate Street Bible Class. Then, 
too, he mentioned how when we are 
at prayer a multitude of irrelevant 
and incongruous themes come unbid- 
den to turn our minds from the mat- 
ters of our concern. Finally, as a 
remedy for this, he says, “Since they 
insist on coming when I am engaged

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A Startling Disclosure 

A disclosure of the spiritual state of 
our English cousins is a thing startling 
within itself, if not tragic, as given by 
T. Christie Innis in UEA. 

“In a little more detail this is what 
was revealed in England: (1) Ninety 
per cent of the population makes no 
profession of any allegiance to any 
Christian church; (2) the _ ethical 
standards of ordinary people are no 
longer based on Christian principle, 
nor result from Christian faith and 
teaching; (3) there is a general denial 
of the spiritual in man. 

“Let us focus the picture by re- 
calling that the population of the 
United Kingdom is made up thus: 
England, forty-two; Scotland, four 
and three-quarter, and North Ireland, 
one and one-quarter million people. 
The British religious statistics are 
approximately these: Episcopal (main- 
ly Anglican, the denomination which 
made the report), 3,037,335; Presby- 
terian, 1,671,726; Methodist, 820,499; 
Congregational, 416,442; Baptist, 382,- 
337; Brethren (‘Plymouth’), 80,000; 
Quaker, 20,000. A grand total for Prot- 
estantism in all the United Kingdom 
of less than six and one-half million. 
The Unitarians number 30,000; Jews, 
300,000; and the Vatican claims 2,500,- 
000. (In each case ‘independent’ Eire, 
or Southern Ireland, is omitted here- 
in.) Thus a total of less than nine and 
one-half million in a population of 
forty-eight million claim any church 
affiliation. In the United States, about 
fifty-two per cent of the population 
claim religious faith as expressed by 
the 256 bodies reporting currently. In- 
cidentally, the population is spread per 
square mile in the following ratio: 
England, 710; Scotland, 165; and the 
United States, forty-four.”

God chose Israel, just as He chose 
the twelve apostles, for a special work. 
The Lord said to them, “I have chosen 
you out of the world, therefore the 
world hateth you.” 

God said to the first Jew (Abraham), 
“Get thee out of thy country and from 
thy kindred and from thy father’s 
house, unto a land that I will shew

raham was the ‘first link’ in a liv- 
ing chain of patriarchs, prophets, 
priests, and kings stretching across 
the centuries, culminating in Christ, 
in a divine program of regeneration. 
After the apostasy of the nations, be- 
fore and after the flood, God would 
have a people for Himself, whom He 
could love. (Deut. 7:8.) Without Abra- 
ham, the scheme of redemption would 
fail. Read carefully and prayerfully 
all of Romans 11 to see how “through 
their (Jews’) fall salvation is come un- 
to the Gentiles’ (if they believe). And 
let us not boast nor be highminded, 
but fear, for God is able to graft them 
in again.” 


Gen. 13:14-18, “And the Lord said 
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unto Abraham,... Lift up now thine 
eyes, and look from the place where 
thou art northward, and southward, 
and eastward and westward: For all 
the land which thou seest, to thee will 
I give it, and to thy seed for ever. And 
I will make thy seed as the dust of the 
earth: so, that, if a man can number 
the dust of the earth, then shall thy 
seed also be numbered. Arise, walk 
through the length of it and in the 
breadth of it; for I will give it unto 
thee.” 

Please notice, God will give this land 
to His people Israel, whether the na- 
tions like it or not. No one will be able 
to frustrate God’s covenant.

I understand that five sixths of the 
Bible is Jewish, and that God thought 
enough of Israel to write thirty-nine 
chapters in the book of Genesis to re- 
cord the lives of Abraham, Isaac, Ja- 
cob, and Joseph (the first Jews). 

Jesus told His apostles and disciples 
what would happen in the last days, 


and how the nations would be gath- 
ered before Him to be judged accord- 
ing to how they had treated His breth- 
ren, the Jews. Matt. 25:32-46. Thus far 
our U.S.A. has been blessed. As a sheep 
nation, one that has befriended Israel, 
we have been spared the suffering and 
devastation of bombs and tanks in our 
own land. How God does bless those 
who honor His blessed Word!

1. PROGRAM: The divine pro- 
gram called for a full and complete 
evangelization of the world; as is evi- 
denced by the command, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even un- 
to the end of the world 
(age).” Lest His commis- 
sion be misunderstood, to 
the extent that after na- 
tions had received the 
gospel the great apostolic 
command and commission 
was fulfilled, He detailed 
that the gospel be 
preached unto every crea- 
ture, Mark 16:15. To effect 
the accomplishment of 
this program, God who 
loved the lost world of 
His sinning creatures, 
gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not 
perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. After the 
death of Jesus Christ, God 
issued a proclamation of 
the gospel that whosoever 
believeth should be saved. 
Because God ordained 
that the preaching of the 
gospel of His great love 
should be the power of 
God unto salvation unto 
everyone which believeth 
(Rom. 1:16), the minister 
who withholds his mes- 
sage or a church or group 
of churches that with- 
hold the truth of the gos- 
pel from those who have 
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bility of supporting and sending those 
whom God has called to the fields and 
places of labor. God’s program provid- 
ed that “whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. How 
then shall they call upon him in whom 
they have not believed? and how shall 
they believe in him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they hear 
without a preacher? and (finally) 





church is responsible for support and 
cooperation with the minister in car- 
rying the gospel of Christ to the mis- 
sion fields, both at home and abroad. 
Judas sold his Lord for thirty pieces of 
silver. Many ministers are selling Him 
for about the same price today. Silver 
is by some prized more highly than 
the reward for faithful service. Silver 
can be spent at the dime store. Souls 
redeemed and made in the image and 
likeness of God will receive those who 
assisted in their redemption into ever- 
lasting possessions. 

II. PURPOSE: The purpose in the 
program was, as is indicated, that men 
might be saved, saved “through faith” 
by “grace” (Eph. 2:8), saved from the 
effect of personal and inherited sins, 
“quickened together with 
Christ.” Those who hav 
been thus saved have bee 
“raised up together, and 
made to sit together in 
heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus: That in the ages 
to come he might shew 
the exceeding riches of 
his grace in his kindness 
toward us through Jesus 
Christ.” This kind of an 
event will be a glorious 
occasion. For instance, 
when some poor old drunk 
or crook of some kind, or 
even when one of those 
“soody-goody” kind of 
fellows who actually 
prayed through and got 
saved through some poor 
faithful preacher’s efforts, 
clasps glad hands and 
shouts the praises of God 
for what God has done 
for him, and shares 
blessed endearment with 
you, yes, that will be worth 
more than a shiny auta® 
mobile or even “thirty” P 
more pieces of silver. 
None of us know just 
what the value of a hu- 
man soul is. As near an 
estimate as I know that 
has been made, was in 
these words, “What shall 








not heard the gospel, are 
equally charged with “a 
dispensation” of the gospel.

The minister has the call and di-

I take it that this message means 
to include both the minister and the 
church in its fulfillment. (1) The 
preacher is the messenger. (2) The 
church is the great depository of the 
truth of the gospel. It is the pillar and 
the ground of the truth; therefore, the 


it profit a man if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul,” Mark 8:36. The value of a soul 
here is likened unto the value of the 
whole world; and even that wouldn’t 
provide an exchange or release from 
sin if he were unsaved. God wants to 
save men and to show them off in the 
age to come as examples of what He 
can do for a bad lot of fellows who 
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dared to believe and to trust Him. God 
can neither carry out His program nor 
His purpose without those who have 
the message of the gospel give them- 
selves to the preaching of it. He has 
ordained that the power of life and 
death are in the tongue of the minis- 
ter who has the gospel message for a 
lost world. Prov. 18:21; Matt. 12:37. 

The senses of a lost soul can only 
be awakened by the message of salva- 
tion which treats his tragic and sinful 
condition; therefore, in the gospel 
message there is a word of judgment 
to arouse man to his responsibility 
unto God. There is also a word of 
life which, after a man has been 
aroused over his lost condition, ac- 
tually stirs the emotions of the soul 
to grasp the affection and love of God 
for the satisfaction and salvation of 
his own soul. The gospel is the bread 
of life. It is the water of life. It is the 
wine of life. It is the oil of life. Fur- 
ther, it is the corn of life, concerning 
which God has said, “He that with- 
holdeth corn, the people shall curse 
him.” God wants the preacher to 
preach the corn of the gospel, for God 
would give the bread of life to 
strengthen man to do right, and the 
water of life to quench man’s thirst. 
He would give the wine of the gospel 
to make man merry, and, lastly, the 
oil of life to make man’s face to shine 
out the radiance of Christ to a lost 
world. Preachers are like Jonah. They 
can ride the waves of rebellion to their 
own confusion or destruction, or they 
can have a revival that will save a 
whole city. Which do yo want? You 
can have your choice. 

III. POWER: Nothing can be done 
without power. Power exists in differ- 
ent forms. The power God had in mind 
for His preachers was the power of the 
Holy Ghost; therefore, He command- 

that ministers everywhere and of 
very kind “tarry in the city of Jeru- 
salem until ye be endued with power 
from on high, Luke 24:49. The word 
translated “power” here comes from 
the Greek word “dunamis—dunamoe,” 
which is translated to mean power, 
strength, ability bordering all the way 
up to majesty and omnipotence; mi- 
raculous power; it was used for power 
of riches, power of armies; power of 
the hosts of heaven; power to work 
miracles. It was this enduement or 
clothing of power that the apostles 
needed and every other minister needs 
to make his preaching a success. By 
the power of the Holy Ghost words of 
wisdom are to be given that adver- 
saries of the gospel cannot gainsay or 
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resist. Luke 21:15. The power of riches 
was well on exhibition in the healing 
of the lame man at the beautiful gate, 
an act that money couldn’t buy. The 
power of armies was well offset in 
the turning of the world upside down. 
Acts 17:6. The Holy Spirit takes men 
out of themselves and makes them 
automatons for Christ. They can and 
will do anything for and through 
Christ who strengtheneth them 
through the Spirit of God. It is the 
power and presence of the Holy Ghost 
which convicts and convinces men of 
their sins. John 16:8; Acts 2:37. Fisher- 
men, shepherds, taxgatherers, or phy- 
sicians all alike needed this power. 
The kingdom of God was not to be 
built up with taxes, or by medical sci- 
ence or any other science; therefore 
He said, “Follow me and I will make 
you to become fishers of men.” The 
power of Christ through the Holy 
Spirit is what counts. A washerwoman 
filled with the Holy Ghost is a great 
factor in God’s hands. A plowboy can 
make a prophet if he will let go and 
let God. The revival at Pentecost and 
those that followed after Pentecost 
were not something worked up; it was 
not mechanical; it was simply a crowd 
of Church of God folk filled to over- 
flowing with the power of the Spirit 
of God and the overflow got hold of 
everybody round about them, so that 
proud Jews were convicted in their 
hearts and asked, “Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?” People filled with 
the Holy Ghost should magnify God 
(Acts 10:46) and as a result the peo- 
ple will magnify the church (Acts 5: 
13). The early church was freighted 
with power, nothing was cut and 


dried. They were not swell heads or 
smart guys. They loved God and re- 
vered both God and their brethren. 

Philip is a great example of what an 
ordinary fellow can do when filled 
with the Holy Ghost and yielded to 
God. He went down to Samaria and 
preached Christ unto them, and the 
people with one accord gave heed unto 
those things which Philip spake, hear- 
ing and seeing the miracles he did, 
for unclean spirits, crying with loud 
voice, came out of many that were 
possessed with them, and many taken 
with palsies and that were lame were 
healed, and there was great joy in that 
city. 

These men did not make the Holy 
Ghost something to utilize as a kind 
of personal enjoyment. They knew it 
as a thing of power by which they 
were called and endowed to preach the 
gospel. The word “endowed” is literal- 
ly translated “clothed.” God purposed 
to give His servants an investment and 
clothing of power and distinction. We 
need ministers today who are thus 
clothed and who in their church are 
actuated by the Holy Ghost. When and 
where this is true, formality will take 
flight and travail and unction will be 
reborn within the church and the 
church will become a power and an 
attraction in its community, recog- 
nized by men, blessed of God, and 
feared by the devil. Walky-talky, 
hushy, rap-the-gavel-for-order services 
are not Holy Ghost services, where 
both men and devils cry out because 
of the power and presence of God. 
Yes, God has a program. God has a 
purpose. To accomplish the former 
God has promised power. Luke 24:49.

Naturalism in Religious Education 

But, naturalism has influenced not 
alone public education and the day 
school. Much of modern religious ed- 
ucation is built upon the sandy foun- 
dation of humanistic religion, prag- 
matic philosophy, and naturalistic 
ethics. 

Convincing evidence of this claim 
appears annually in the convention 
programs of that organization which 
claims to represent the best theory 
and practice of the day in religious 
education. In such a program dealing 
with the religious instruction of early 
childhood, it was related that a little 
child ran up to a western window 
which framed a beautiful sunset, and 
exclaimed: “Oh mother! Who painted 
that picture?” The mother answered, 
“I do not know.” I could only gather 
from the response of the leader of the 
group, a famed specialist in religious 
education, that it was his judgment 
that the mother answered wisely and 
would have erred to take advantage 
of the child’s rapture to press upon 
her an adult view of God’s revelation 
of Himself in His creation. 

A young woman of this same group, 
who had been a teacher in a modern, 
so-called progressive preschool and 
was then engaged in teaching pre- 
school children in the Sunday School, 
expressed her surprise and perplexity 
that she had found no difference be- 
tween progressive education in the 
secular school and religious education 
in the church school. 

The church’s surrender of faith has 
clearly been most disastrously achieved 
from within the church through the 
subtle influence of naturalistic teach- 
ings which have permeated the 
church’s educational program from 
seminary downward to the cradle. 

il. CORRUPT MINDS 

We have received the evidence of 
surrender both of piety and doctrine 
in this modern age. This surrender we 
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have connected with the growing 

dominance of naturalism in thought 

and life. We turn now to search the 

secret of naturalism’s grip on men’s 

minds, to note its peril in this atomic 

era, and to mark its final despair. 
The Logic of Desire 

Why has naturalism made such rap- 
id conquest of modern civilization? 
Is its factual evidence so plentiful and 
its logic so compelling that no other 
doctrine is tenable? No, for the logic 
of naturalism is the logic of desire, 
not the logic of truth. 

Men eagerly accept naturalism be- 
cause they wish to escape the con- 
demnation of sin and the humbling 
sense of dependence upon God. As Dr. 
Zwemer has said, “Skeptics and ag- 
nostics cannot leave Christianity alone 
because Christianity will not leave 
them alone.” 

It is on this basis of wilful unbelief 
that Paul interprets the apostasy re- 
ported in 1 Timothy 3: 

“These resist the truth; men of cor- 
rupt minds, reprobate concerning the 
faith.” | 

Elsewhere (2 Thess. 2) Paul tells 
of those who perish “because they 
receive not the love of truth, that 
they might be saved.” Those of whom 
Paul here writes did not love the truth. 
The error which damned them was 
not the error of ignorance but of their 
ultimate preference: they desired that 
a lie be true! Their unbelief is ex- 
plained, not by lack of sufficient facts 
to bring conviction of truth, but by 
desire’s distortion of the truth and 
their pleasure in unrighteousness. 

Scripture thus clearly teaches that 
belief is a moral as well as an intel- 
lectual act of human personality. 

Reason the Servant of Desire 

As belief has yielded largely to the 
domination of desire, so reason, like- 
wise, has surrendered its throne. 

Until a quarter-century ago human 
engineers generally assumed the va- 
lidity of that ancient dictum of Soc- 


rates, “Knowledge is virtue.” Accord- 
ing to such a philosophy, education 
for character is indeed simple. Teach 
the child the rules of morals and you 
guarantee his obeying them, even 
against the downward pull of instinc- 
tive desires. 

Now we know better. Men of keen 
minds but wicked hearts will cunning- 
ly devise evil. With the development 
of modern paganism the intellect of 
man has become a mere instrument 
for attaining the ends of impulse, ap- 
petite and passion. No longer master, 
reason is the servant of desire and, as 
phrased by one of our moderns, has no 
more claim to dignity as a means for 
discovering truth than has a pig’s 
snout! 

Knowledge Is Power! 

No, knowledge is not virtue, but it is 
power. The greater the knowledge, the 
greater the power for evil if the heart 
is wicked. H. G. Wells once character- 
ized history as a race between educa- 
tion and catastrophe, but he spoke a 
dangerous half-truth. Education itself 
if of the wrong kind brings greater 
disaster than does ignorance. One has 
truly said that to educate reason 
without changing desire is to place 
high-powered guns in the hands of 
savages. And now savages may tamper 
with the basic energy of the universe. 
Hence that pall of fear which hangs 
over all the civilized world. Will the 
power of the atom be directed to hu- 
man welfare or to the destruction of 
civilization? 

History offers little encouragement, 
for essentially every advance in man’s 
power has seemed to increase his 
wickedness. The danger is frightfully 
clear that with the decline of ethics 
and religious controls, we all are now 
subject to the disintegrating heat of 
primal forces which at any time may 
be let loose by the diabolic cunning of 
sophisticated savages. 

Naturalism’s Despair 
A half-century of naturalism has 
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brought us to that nadir foreseen by 
Lord Balfour: conduct has lost all no- 
bility and human life all worth. 

Someone has pointed out that 
Thomas Huxley, persuasive advocate 
of naturalism in the 19th century, 
tried to dismiss God from His universe 
while attempting to retain a place 
therein of moral worth and dignity 
for man. Now his grandson, Aldous 
Huxley, member of the literary cult 
of disillusioned moderns, can find 
nothing noble, dignified or worthy in 
man. Man cannot surrender belief in 
God and long retain belief in him- 
self. 

Strange paradox! From natural- 
ism’s teaching of man’s sufficiency, we 
now reap the harvest of human fu- 
tility and frustration. The high drama 

human history has shriveled, as 


f 
@. phrases it, to “a brief and transi- 


ry episode in the life of one of the 
meanest of the planets.” Man is de- 
scribed as “an ape that chatters to 
itself glibly of kinship with archangels 
while filthily it digs for ground nuts.” 
Another says that man “has no reason 
to suppose his own life has any more 
meaning than the life of the humblest 
insect that crawls from one annihila- 
tion to another.” 

Even more sobering than such lit- 
erary pessimism is the philosopher’s 
portrayal of human futility in an age 
of unleashed power. Bertrand Russell 
says, “... the fairest achievements of 
man are destined to be destroyed at 
last by the trampling march of un- 
conscious power,” and the best man 
can do is “hold an unyielding despair.” 
Again he says, “Brief and powerless is 
man’s life. On him and all his race, the 
slow doom falls pitiless and dark. Blind 
to good and evil, reckless of destruc- 
tion, omnipotent matter rolls on its re- 
lentless way.” 

And thus the dirge continues in a 

ing wail, for the 19th century’s sur- 
render of God has brought the 20th 
century to despair of man. 

IV. “TO SERVE THE PRESENT AGE” 

What course should evangelicals 


take in a world so fully surrendered 
to paganism and apostasy? 
Indifference?—or DESPAIR? 

Some evangelicals are inclined to re- 
treat before the enemy, withdrawing 
within themselves as a defense against 
the world’s corruption. We read in his- 
tory of those eras when the pious, ig- 
noring a lost world, have sought the 
isolation of the desert or the wilder- 
ness monastery; or perhaps in com- 
munal hands have colonized secluded 
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and fertile valleys, there seeking to 
protect their piety in sterile aloofness 
from worldly and secular institutions 
and customs. This is the route of in- 
difference to a pagan world. 

But other professed evangelicals re- 
main in a pagan world and may even 
partake of the world’s paganism. They 
have no hope of revival nor of im- 
provement in world conditions through 
processes of revival. In the words of a 
representative of this group, God’s 
purpose is being fulfilled “in the de- 
struction of democracy and decency 
and the trend toward Antichrist” and 
in civilization’s total collapse. This is 
the way of despair. 

Soothing Compromise? 

Few evangelicals would agree with 
the pompous layman who asked a 
group of ministers what were their 
ideas of the purpose of a sermon. One 
preacher ventured to suggest that the 
sermon should instruct. But the lay- 
man said, No!—For what right has the 
preacher to set his ideas of truth 
against another’s beliefs? Then I had 
the temerity to declare that a sermon 
should disturb. Wrong again! — For 
what right has the preacher to tell 
others their aim? 

The layman then answered his own 
query: The purpose of a sermon, he 
said, is to soothe! 

Preach the Word? 

But the fully Christian course is nei- 
ther indifference to a pagan world nor 
despair; nor yet to soothe it in its im- 
pious apostasy. Let’s turn to the record 
of Paul’s charge to Timothy. There we 
should find light for our own path. 
Here it is: 

“I charge thee therefore before God 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall 
judge the quick and the dead at his 
appearing and his kingdom: preach 
the word, be instant in season, out of 
season: reprove, rebuke, exhort with 
all longsuffering and doctrine. But 
watch thou in all things, endure afflic- 
tions, do the work of an evangelist, 
make full proof of thy ministry.” 

Careful search of this passage gives 
no encouragement to indifference, to 
despair, nor to soothing compromise. 
But there is no escaping Paul’s com- 
mand so to preach the word as both 
to instruct and to disturb! He pref- 
aces his charge to Timothy with this 
statement of the ground thereof: 

“All scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness: that the man 
of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works.” 


Profitable for Doctrine 

Evangelicals must revive doctrinal 
preaching and support the same by 
thorough scholarship. Men of science 
have consecrated their intellects to the 
task of solving the mystery of the 
atom, and have succeeded in unlock- 
ing the basic energy of the universe. 
Evangelicals cannot be conscience- 
clear if, to the task of releasing the 
spiritual treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge which are hid in Christ, 
they summon a consecration less com- 
plete than the consecration of scien- 
tists to the task of releasing the de- 
structive forces of the material order. 
In the age we now enter the mediocre 
in faith, in thought and in practical 
endeavor is foredoomed to futility. 

In the face of world crisis, to aban- 
don mental and moral and spiritual 
preparation for frenzied exhortation 
in a despairing urgency to glean a 
sheaf here and there before the im- 
pending doom falls, will but short-cir- 
cuit our efforts and prevent our enter- 
ing the great harvest fields which now 
are opening. 

I am in hearty accord with those 
who believe the evangelical movement 
needs in this day a renewed scholar- 
ship and a revitalized apologetic. The 
National Association of Evangelicals 
has intellectual resources to meet the 
challenge of this need, and without 
sacrifice of evangelistic fervor must 
bear this responsibility. This is a press- 
ing task for the decade now before us. 

Profitable for Reproof 

But a strengthened apologetic is not 
the only need if evangelicals are more 
effectively to promote the extension of 
the gospel. We have earlier pointed to 
scriptural proof that both apostasy 
and paganism primarily spring from 
evil desire expressed in wilful unbelief 
and pleasure in unrighteousness. 

Hence, logic and apologetics alone 
cannot meet and overthrow the arch- 
forces of apostasy and paganism. A 
sound apologetic is of greater impor- 
tance in stabilizing the entire structure 
of Christian faith, confirming individ- 
ual believers therein, helping the hon- 
est doubter to a firm footing, and 
leaving the dishonest apostate with- 
out excuse. But the strongest apolo- 
getic will be turned aside by a per- 
verted heart. Argument engages the 
intellectual powers of both sides in ex- 
citing skirmishes on the field of bat- 
tle, but leaves safely entrenched the 
cherished lie of the inmost soul. 

Evangelical strategy must go beyond 
direct frontal assault upon the outer

intellectual defenses of apostasy, and 
include a moral flank attack which 
by-passes the rational front of unbe- 
lief to search out and probe the un- 
dercover depths of perverted desire. I 
am persuaded that our evangelism 
must more and more follow the moral- 
shock method employed by our Lord 
on sinners at both cultural extremes, 
the Samaritan woman at the lower 
and Nicodemus at the upper level. 

In fact, there is growing evidence 
that the moral impact of the gospel is 
effective with untutored heathen, as 
we have hitherto failed to realize be- 
cause of our commitment to a pro- 
longed program of Christian culture 
which we have thought necessary to 
evangelism—and which too often has 
become a substitute for evangelism. 

Experience with youth on the non- 
Christian campus has likewise con- 
firmed my belief that the most effec- 
tive gospel approach to the young in- 
tellectuals of this age is not the rea- 
soned apologetic so common in my 
student generation—and which so 
often ended in compromise of Chris- 
tian faith—but is rather the moral- 
shock approach characterized by con- 
frontation, encounter, challenge, mor- 
al crisis, choice and personal commit- 
ment. Why? Because doubt is more 
often moral in basis than intellectual. 

The moral-shock method in gospel 
preaching is nothing new. Frontier 
preachers a century ago were skilled in 
its use, and those most evangelistically 
successful today employ it. Its essence 
is proclaiming rather than defending 
the Word of God which carries its own 
conviction. 


“For the word of God is quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two- 


edged sword, piercing even to the di- 
viding asunder of soul and spirit, and 
of the joints and marrow, and is a 
discerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart.” (Heb. 4:12.) 
The Evangelical Triad 

To clarify the evangelical mission in 
a pagan world we outline three major 
aspects of evangelical Christianity, 
each with its distinctive function. All 
three are so important that none can 
safely be neglected nor sacrificed to 
the dominance of another. These are: 

Piety, the pattern of Christian liv- 
ing; 

Orthodoxy, the pattern of Christian 
thinking; 
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Power, the heart-dynamic of Chris- 
tian experience. 

An emphasis on piety to the neglect 
of doctrine too often leads to the 
wrecking of orthodoxy—and eventual- 
ly piety itself collapses. 

A pietistic group has come to my 
attention which, throughout the years 
until recently, maintained a policy of 
Strict isolation to protect its piety. Of 
late, however, this group has veered 
Sharply toward doctrinal liberalism. 
One of its older leaders has confessed 
that many of its younger preachers 
now deny the deity of Christ. 

Another minority group of strongly 
pietistic emphasis has exerted a pow- 
erful influence for good upon the re- 
ligious life of English-speaking peo- 
ples, but has minimized the impor- 
tance of doctrine. This movement in 
heological complexion of its lesser 
bodies today ranges all the way from 
rankest Unitarianism to evangelical 
orthodoxy. 

Piety alone is no sufficient guaran- 
tee of orthodoxy. 

On the other hand, a strong and 
strident orthodoxy may be linked with 
worldliness and sin. Not long since a 
true evangelical serving a rigidly or- 
thodox group exclaimed to me, “My 
people are so orthodox—but so world- 
ly!” Dr. Ockenga in Our Evangelical 
Faith trenchantly points out this 
weakness of much of today’s ortho- 
doxy. He says: 

“The great criticism of fundamen- 
talism is that Christianity is limited 
too much to the historical, objective, 
dogmatic truth without a carry over 
into life . .. Dead orthodoxy can be as 
great a reproach to Christianity as un- 
belief.” 

Orthodoxy then is no _ sufficient 
guarantee of piety, and evangelical 
Christianity cannot meet a pagan 
world in the strength alone of cold 
rthodoxy. 

Nor is emphasis upon power alone 
sufficient. Unrestrained by piety and 
undirected by sound doctrine, power 
may run amuck in fantastic heresies, 
fanatical extravagance of emotion, or 
appalling derelictions in conduct. Not 
long since I sought for hours but in 
vain to uproot the heresy into which 
a former friend of mine had fallen 
through exaggerated emphasis upon 
experience with corresponding neg- 
lect of the Word. 

Forms of Godliness Plus Power 

True evangelicalism maintains the 
balance of high moral idealism and 
reasoned doctrine, the symmetry of 





. clearly patterned piety and orthodoxy. 
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Orthodoxy and piety are the essential 
forms or directing restraints of reli- 
gion, serving as banks to a stream. 
Without these forms, religion flattens 
out and stagnates, just as a river with- 
out banks becomes a marsh. Such is 
religious liberalism—a river without 
banks. Evangelicals must keep both 
banks clearly defined if the channel 
is to be kept open. 

But true evangelicalism demands 
more than orthodoxy and piety. We 
may maintain a legalistic piety and a 
rigidly formal orthodoxy and have no 
current, and therefore no power. Yes, 
it is possible to maintain at least for 
a time these forms of godliness, or- 
thodoxy and piety while denying the 
power of godliness which, according to 
our statement of evangelical faith, is 
the Holy Spirit. We are then a chan- 
nel without a stream, as the Grand 
Coulee and the Dry Falls of north- 
eastern Washington through and over 
which once rushed the mighty Colum- 
bia, but which ages since were desert- 
ed by the river to stand there through 
millenniums in their solemn majesty 
and awful emptiness, mute reminders 
of a departed power and glory. 

CONCLUSION 

The National Association of Evan- 
gelicals from its beginnings in the St. 
Louis Conference has again and again 
experienced the outpourings of the 
Hoiy Spirit upon national gatherings 
and more local assemblies. We will 
“serve the present age, our calling to 
fulfill” as we maintain a firm ortho- 
doxy and an unsullied piety as the 
channel through which surges that 
power of the Holy Spirit which alone 
is greater than the power of sin and 
unbelief in a pagan and apostate 
world. 

With that power, we seek not safety 
for ourselves in withdrawal from the 
world and indifference to its needs; 
nor in the midst of a pagan order do 
we despair of the effectiveness of the 
gospel which still is “the power of 
God unto salvation”; for with that 
power of the Holy Spirit, greater is 
He that is in us than he that is in 
the world!

gery” was a Jew, Lord Lister. Listerine 
was named for him. A German-Jew 
scientist won the Nobel prize for his 
discovery of salvarson, the cure for 
syphilis. Insulin digitalis and cocaine 
were invented and discovered by Jews. 
These facts I have learned from Mr. 
Dawkins’ book. 

In getting rid of the Jews, Hitler lost 
the best intellectual brains in Ger- 
many, hence his final downfall. 

Mr. Rutenberg, a Jew, harnessed the 
Jordan River and brought electricity 
into Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv. A few 
years ago, states Mr. Dawkins, the 
stock of the Rutenberg Electric Com- 
pany was sold for five dollars a share 
and $90,000,000 worth of stock was 
oversubscribed thirty-one times in a 
few hours, showing the confidence the 
Jews had in the future of Palestine. 

A Jewish financier, born in Poland 
in 1740 and came to America in 1772, 
loaned (or gave, for he never was paid 
back from our Government) to George 
Washington at one time $200,000. On 
another occasion he guaranteed a 
5,000,000 gold livre subsidy for Benja- 
min Franklin, to the king of France, 
Louis VI, for financial support of our 
“infant republic.” After he did all this, 
then all he received was an obituary 
which read, “On Thursday died Hyarn 
Solomon, a broker.” Yet, he paid the 
salaries of James Madison, and at 
least two other future presidents of 
the U. S., and underwrote most of the 
expenses of Lafayette’s army. “Shall 
we (U.S.) be so ungrateful to Israel, 
as to allow such a thing as anti-Semi- 
tism to break forth in this country?” 
says Mr. Dawkins. 

I want every Christian to join me in 
prayer for God’s chosen Israel. I un- 
derstand there are many organizations 
in our U. S. against the Jew. We must 
work and pray as never before, for a 
nation that fights the Jew is headed 
for destruction. 

I am going to relate an incident Dr. 
Michelson told about. A Christian lady 
(after hearing his testimony over the 
radio) was moved by the Spirit with 
compassion for the Jews. She went to 
her pastor and said, “I am very glad 
to hear you always pray for the 
heathen, but I wish you would also in- 
clude the poor scattered Jews, for re- 
cently I heard a Jew who has received 
Jesus as his personal Savior, and he 
said that every Christian should pray 
for the Jews, for that is the command 
of God, as we find in Psa. 122:6, ‘Pray 
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for the peace of Jerusalem: they shall 
prosper that love thee,’ and I think he 
is right.” The pastor answered, “We 
have nothing to do with the Jews. 
They have been cast off, and now is 
the time of the Gentiles.” She tried to 
reason with him but without avail. 

A few weeks later she called on him 
again and said, “I have a very sad 
story to relate to you and I am sure I 
will draw out your sympathy.” He 
said, “What is it?” She replied, “Not 
far from here there lives a good man 
and his wife. They have one son whom 
they love as their own lives. They did 
everything possible for him but the 
son turned out most unworthy of the 
love and care of his parents. He re- 
turned it only with disobedience and 
ingratitude. After a time, when his 
conduct became no longer tolerable, 
with great grief of heart, they let him 
go, and he is now a wanderer. Instead 
of this son of theirs, they adopted a 
poor Gypsy boy. They put him in 
their own son’s room, gave him their 
own son’s clothing. In fact, they 
treated him in every possible way as 
their own child. The boy is very happy, 
but the parents cannot forget their 
own son.

What do you think of 
that?” The pastor stood up and said,

a bit better than the first.” The sister 
paused aminute or two and said, 
“Dear brother, forgive me. Israel is 


that wandering son, and we (Gentiles) 
are the Gypsy boy, and when God let 
them go into captivity He said, “I have 
given over the dearly beloved of my 
soul into the hands of their enemies. 
My heart still yearns for him (Israel) 
and my hands are yet outstretched to 
save this disobedient people.” 

The pastor’s heart was touched and 
from that moment he not only became 
a great lover of Israel but he also dis- 
covered that God’s command was to 
preach the gospel “to the Jews first.” 
He and his church became very much 
interested in the salvation of the Jews 
and God blessed them wonderfully in 
obeying this command. 

Remember, dear readers, pastors, 
laymen, and all, “To obey is better 
than sacrifice.” 

Again let me quote Mr. Dawki 
speaking of Israel, Hosea 5:15, “In 
their afflictions they will seek me 
early.” Even now, many are turning 
to the Lord Jesus. The various Messi- 
anic Centers and Palestinian Prayer 
Fellowships thus reporting; in fact, 
there are more Jews being converted 
in proportion to their number (U. S., 
4,500,000) than in all the Protestant 
denominations of the U. Sone con- 
verted Jew to 156, and one converted 
Gentile to 525. In 1939 there were one 
thousand church doors closed.” 

Is the Spirit turning back to the 
Jews? So many Gentiles have turned 
Him away. Is the “times of the Gen- 
tiles” about fulfilled? Too many Chris- 
tians are “at ease in Zion.”

Speak ye comfortably 
to Jerusalem, and cry unto her, that 
her warfare is accomplished, that her 
iniquity is pardoned: for she hath re- 
ceived of the Lord’s hand double for 
all her sins,” Isa. 40:1, 2.
